A disastrous wreck occurred on the 
Seaboard 
Sunday night between Wai 
do and Ocala

Misting of a doubleheader and about 
sixty box cars was wrecked 
fourteen 
of the cars being 
dumped 
Into the 
lake 
The wreck 
will prove quite a loss 
to the company from a financial stand- 
point 
but fortunately 
no one was In 
jured 
for both engines 
passed safely 
over the bridge 
before 
it 
fell 
with 
its heavy load of freight cars 
At 
the time of the 
accident 
the 
train was running at a good rate of 
speed 
and this fact alone saved 
the 
lives 
of the two engineers and 
fire- 
men 
who were stationed 
on 
the 
heavy engines 
The train 
was 
In charge 
of Con 
ducter 
Lashley 
while 
Engineers 
Ta 
turn and Jones were stationed on the 
engines 
This 
train 
Is 
the regular 
fast freight 
that runs between 
Jack- 
sonville and 
Tampa 
making 
only 
few stops between the two cities 
and 
always 
carries 
a 
heavy 
train 
often being compelled 
to 
use 
the 
doubleheader 
Fortunately there was no damage 
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outside of the loss of freight and had 
this 
train 
not 
passed 
at this 
time 
a great many people may have been 
killed later for the midnight express 
between Jacksonville 
and Tampa 
was 
due 
to arrive at that 
point 
within- 
a few minutes after the freight 
had 
crashed 
through 
the burning 
trestle 
and It was necessary to flag this train 
which was done only in the nick of 
time 
for In a short while it 
the scene of the wreck

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SMOKY FUNGUS OF ORANGES

after oranges

normal color in the fall 1 faint amok 
Iness Is often noticed 
on fruit that 
is otherwise bright and smooth 
This 
smoky appearance may be mistaken 
fr an accumulation 
of dust particles- 
but 
on examination 
under a lens 
it 
is 
found 
to 
be 
due 
to 
a 
net 
wx rk 
of 
darkcolored 
fungus 
reads 
This fungus was noticed by 
it 
H 
Hume 
under the name of Lep 
tothyrlum poml 
Although the smoky 
tnngus appears to do no 
Injury 
to 
e orange Itself 
yet it impairs 
its 
fright color 
and 
thereby lessens its 
market value 
This smoky appearance 
should not be confused with the more 
conspicuous 
black 
covering 
due 
to 
the 
sooty 
mold 
of whlteflylnfested 
trees 
The smoky 
fungus 
occurs 
In 
blotches 
or patches of various 
sizes 
and In some cases covers 
the entire 
fruit 
The fungus threads appear to 
be entirely superficial 
and apparently- 
do not even injure the epidermis 
of 
the fruit 
This Is shown by the fact 
that the bright color of the orange 
can be restored by rubbing or wash-

This smokiness 
though not a seri- 
ous thouble 
can readily be prevented 
if perfectly bright fruit
